Officers said they arrested a 
man as he ran from the hou se 
and leaped a fence into an al­ 
ley .

Nears End 


CINCINNATI (AP) — A p re- 
sentence inv estigation has been 
ord ered for a Cincinnati y ou th 
charged w ith first - d egree m an­ 
slau ghter in the d eath of a fel­ 
low high school pu pil. 
Gu y Thomp son p lead ed gu ilty 
to the charge Frid ay in the 
d eath of Stev en Ilowarth, 16 , 
who was stru ck on the head by a 
baseball bat held from a mov ing 
car. 
Thompson entered the plea 
before Ju d ge Robert S. Kraft 
who ord ered the inv estigation 
and continu ed bond at $75,000. 
Thomp son, 17 at the time of 
the incid ent, was ord ered to be 
tried as an ad u lt. 
Ilowarth d ied three d ay s after 
being stru ck last Jan. 24 as he 
stood on the sid ewalk at a bu s 
stop near Cou rter Tech High 
School where both were pu pils. 
Howarth was stru ck behind 
the left ear. The imp act shatter- 
ed the bat and k nock ed the v ic­ 
tim a d istance d own the sid e­ 
walk , p olice said . 
Fou r other y ou ths in the car 
with Thomp son were not char­ 
ged .

Troops Out 


PHNOM PENH (AP) — The 
gov ernment annou nced tod ay it 
will 
begin 
negotiations 
nex t 
week on the 
withd rawal of 
Sou th Vietnamese troop s from 
Cambod ia following wid esp read 
comp laints of looting and bru ­ 
tality by Saigon sold iers. 
The acting p rime minister 
Sisowath Sirik Matak . who re­ 
tu rned earlier this week from a 
three-week trip to the United 
States, Jap an and the Philip ­ 
p ines, referred to “ex tortions” 
by Sou th Vietnamese troop s, 
bu t stressed the Saigon regime 
officially opposed lawlessness. 
Sirik Matak said that Cam­ 
bod ia had enou gh men u nd er 
arms 
to 
rep lace 
the 
10,000 
Sou th Vietnamese in his cou n 
try . Bu t he said , the Cam 
b o d i a n s laek ed 
eq u ip ment 
need ed to tak e ov er two main 
Sou th 
Vietnamese 
bases 
at 
Krek , on Highway 7 d u e east of 
Phnom Penh, and at the ferry 
station of Neak Lu ong on the 
Mek ong Riv er, 40 miles sou th­ 
west of the cap ital. 
Sirik Matak said American 
aid wou ld hasten the d ay when 
the Cambod ian army wou ld be 
able to shou ld er the resp onsi­ 
bility for his nations d efense. 
To this end , the forthcoming 
v isit of the U.S. command er in 
chief for Pacific, Ad m. John 
McCain, wou ld help the Cam­ 
bod ian army tak e ov er from 
the 
Sou th 
Vietnamese, 
Sirik 
Matak ad d ed . 
Relations between the Cam­ 
bod ians and the Vietnamese, 
trad itionally 
sworn 
enemies, 
hav e been bad ly strained by 
the 
behav ior of the 
Saigon 
troop s 
here. 
Officially , 
both 
gov ernments hav e tried to k eep 
the alliance work ing, recogniz­ 
ing that at least for the time 
being both Sou th Vietnam and 
Cambod ia need each other. 
In Saigon, the U.S. Command 
rep orted an American fighter- 
bomber attack ed 
an antiair­ 
craft site insid e North Vietnam 
in the 55th “ p rotectiv e reac­ 
tion” strik e this y ear.

At the same time, the official 
said , “ there’s some grou nd to 
be p lowed ” in consid ering con­ 
trols on interest rates after the 


freeze, u sing either or both the 
Fed eral Reserv e Board ’s d or­ 
mant cred it controls and re­ 
straints on mortgage interest 
rates.

p eared to ru le ou t all controls 
on p rofits after the freeze end s 
Nov . 13, something labor is 
p ressing for. 
Dr. Pau l McCrack en, chair­ 
man of the Cou ncil of Econom­ 
ic Ad v isers, has said that the

to 
control 
profits 
wou ld be throu gh the tax rou te. 
Economists hav e generally d e­ 


nou nced the 
tax prop osal 
as 
poor economic policy . 
“The Presid ent is aware of 
these argu ments,” the White 
Hou se official told a grou p of 
six newsmen. “ I’m q u ite su re 
his attitu d e is negativ e on the 
p oint” althou gh no formal pos­ 
tu re has been tak en on the p ro­ 
posal.

ion. 
“ I d on’t intend to see this 
city closed d own,” he told the

Many of the 7,000 arrested 
were freed becau se the short­ 
cu t book ing p roced u re u sed by 
police prov id ed no link between 
them and d emonstrators.

the same bu t some of the rhe­ 
toric has changed to correct 
confu sions. 
One “ misinterp retation” We­ 
ber set 
straight 
d ealt with 
school work ers on sy stem-wid e 
contracts. 
Officials 
in 
Montgomery 
Cou nty , 
Md ., 
had been told 
Au g. 26 all school 
emp loy es 
q u alified for the higher salaries 
becau se some p ersons alread y 
had work ed u nd er the raised 
scale before the freeze Au g. 15. 
This “ activ ated ” the contract 
for the 
entire 
sy stem, they 
were told . 
The NE A forward ed this ru l­ 
ing to its 9 ,000 local affiliates 
and estimated this and other 
ru lings wou ld q u alify abou t 80 
p er cent of the nation s 1.2 mil­ 
lion teachers for ex p ected fall 
raises.

“ If the gov ernment in fact re­ 
v ersed its position on Montgom­ 
ery Cou nty , that is incred ible ... 
it’s absolu tely amazing,” said 
sched u le NEA general

He said the cou ncil had bal­ 
k ed at answering NEA’s fou r 
q u estions giv ing samp le situ ­ 
ations in schools and had left 
ev ery school board in the cou n­ 
try confu sed abou t what was le­ 
gal.

Abou t 70 p ersons who mad e it 
throu gh the gates were rou nd ed 
u p ou tsid e the hangar by Air 
Force secu rity p ersonnel. 
The were board ed on military 
v ans and held abou t 45 minu tes 
u ntil the ceremonies end ed . The 
few d emonstrators who had en­ 
tered the hangar 
cou ld hard ly 
be heard . 
Howev er, Nix on took obv iou s 
relish in noticing the Centerv ille 
High School Band located in the 
hangar. He ask ed aid es, “ What 
is that grou p y elling abou t ov er 
there?” 
When assu red it was friend ly , 
a big smile a ppea red o n the 
President's fa ce. He went to the 


band members and shook ou t­ 
stretched hand s amid the y elling 
of “ He’s the greatest.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
average working girl gets $3,- 
500 a year less than she’s worth 
while equally qualified men get 
only $27 a year less than they 
deserve, say s a report prepared 
for the American Psychological 
Association. 
“ Although we expected to dis­ 
cover that a woman 
received 
fewer 
occupational 
rewards 
than a man with equal scores 
on the achievement predictors, 
we were hardly prepared for 
the size of the discrepancy be­ 
tween observed and expected 
annual income,” said Dr. Te­ 
resa Levitin of the Survey Re­ 
search Center of the University 
of Michigan. 
The report, released today, 
was prepared for the annual 
meeting of the APA. 
Dr. Levitin said the findings 
were gleaned from a “ national 
probability sample of persons 
who were living in households, 
were 16 years old or older, and 
were working for pay 20 hours 
a week or more.” 
She indicated most of the 351 
women and 695 men surveyed 
worked at least 35 hours a 
week. Before finding out what 
they were paid, the survey con­ 
sidered 
several 
factors, 
she 
said, inclue ng education, ten­ 
ure, supervisory responsibility 
and “ occupational prestige.” 
“ The average women actual­ 
ly received $3,458 less than she 
should have received,” the re­ 
port said. “ The comparable fig­ 
ure for the average man ... was 
$27.” 
The 
survey 
showed 
more 
than half the women had an­ 
nual 
income 
discrepancies 
ranging from $3,000 through $5,* 
999, and “ the significant differ- 


ences were that the women who 
lost $3.500 or more were the 
youngest, 16-29 years old,

Research has shown that urea 
may be added to corn silage

The principal nutrients needed

protein, minerals and vitamin 
A. 
This 
can 
be 
done 
economicaUy and effectively. 
Research has shown that urea 
may be added to cora silage 
at filling time 
at levels to 
furnish adequate 
protein for 
various feeding programs. If 
desired, sufficient minerals may 
also be added at this time. 
These additives 
improve the 
fermentation in the silo as well 
as 
furnishing 
the 
required 
nutrients. 
There are, however, 
some 
important considerations 
to be 
made when using additives. The 
addition of urea at IO pounds 
per ton of silage has been the 
most common practice. Hie use 
of urea should be discouraged 
in silos that seep juices badly, 
which means in silage of less 
than 32 per cent dry matter.

resa Levitin of the Survey Re 
search Center of the University 
of Michigan. 
The report, released today, 
was prepared for the annual 
meeting of the APA. 
Dr. Levitin said the findings 
were gleaned from a “national 
probability sample of persons 
who were living in households, 
were 16 years old or older, and 
were working for pay 20 hours 
a week or more.” 
She indicated most of the 351 
women and 695 men surveyed 
worked at least 35 hours a 
week. Before finding out what 
they were paid, the survey con­ 
sidered 
several 
factors, 
she 
said, inducing education, ten­ 
ure, supervisory responsibility 
and “occupational prestige.” 
“The average women actual­ 
ly received $3,458 less than she 
should have received,” the re­ 
port said.

D a n d e l i o n s ,

can bo eliminated with 2, 4-D. 
Fall is the best time for general 
treatm ent 
with 
2 
4-D, 
since 
desirable 
plants 
such 
as 
flowers, vegetables, shrubs and 
trees are less likely to be in­ 
jured in the fall than in spring 
or summer. Too, we'll probably 
have more moisture this fail 
than we had during the sum­ 
mer. 
You 
get 
a 
better 
kill 
during

moisture when the weeds are 
growing well. 
Use 
the amine (not 
ester) 
formulation 
and spray 
only 
when the wind is quiet. Avoid 
direct 
contact

A 
standard lawn solution is one 
tablespoon of 2, 4-D (4 lbs. per 
gallon 
amine 
formulation)

one gallon of water. Apply this 
to wet the weeds to a point 
of runoff.

applied now should catch the 
grubs moving back up in the 
grass root zone next spring.

chlordane (72 per cept liquid 
concentrate) applied at the rate

In Cleaning Air 


CINCINNATI (A P) — A rela ­ 
tively 
inexpensive 
instrument 
used in industrial plant boiler 
rooms here for about a century 
is helping control air pollution, 
University 
of 
Cincinnati re­ 
searchers said. 
The device is called a cyclone 
separator and is seen on the 
roofs of hundreds of factories, 
but it could be playing a wider 
role in controlling air pollution 
if it received due credit from 
ecologists and conservationists, 
he researchers said. 
They said the general public 
has not even really been aware 
of the separators. 
The basic job of the instru­ 
ment is to remove dust, fly ash. 
sand and other substances from 
the air. It was invented to re­ 
place huge smoke stacks. The 
device is usually in the shape of 
a square and it has a blower 
attached at one end.

lawns. Growth has been at a 
standstill in most areas, but 
those weeds (and grasses) we 
don’t 
want 
have a 
way 
of 
growing without moisture. It’s 
a shame we can’t get these 
desirable 
characteristics 
of 
unwanted grasses bred into our 
-desirable lawn grasses. 
At any rate, many of us are 
getting anxious to apply fall 
weed killers, and the time is 
near at hand. 
D a n d e l i o n s , 
plantains 
(common and buckhorn) and 
many other broadleaf weeds 
can he eliminated with 2, 4-D. 
Fall is the best time for general 
treatment with 2 
4-D, since 
desirable 
plants 
such 
as 
flowers, vegetables, shrubs and 
trees are less likely to be in­ 
jured in the fall than in spring 
or summer. Too, we'll probably 
have more moisture this fail 
than we had during the sum­ 
mer. 
You get a 
better kill 
during 
periods 
of 
ample 
moisture when the weeds are 
growing well. 
Use 
the amine (not ester) 
formulation 
and spray 
only 
when the wind is quiet. Avoid 
direct 
contact 
with 
flowers, 
vegetables, shrubs or trees. A 
standard lawn solution is one 
tablespoon of 2. 4-D (4 lbs. per 
gallon amine formulation) in 
one gallon of water. Apply this 
to wet the weeds to a point 
of runoff 
Probably the best time to 
start Is about the middle of 


September. Regardless of when 
you start, be careful that you 
do not spray plants you do not 
want killed and don’t let the 
spray drift onto the neighbor’s 
property. 


September is a good time to 
apply chlordane or other soil 
treatment 
for 
grub 
control. 
Grubs — larvae of the Japanese 
beetle — have about completed 
their damage 
to lawns this 
year. 
They’ll 
be 
moving 
downward fi to 8 inches in the 
soil for the winter about the 
latter part of September. But 
since it takes considerable time 
for insecticides -uch as 
chlor­ 
dane to work their way down 
into the top layer of soil where 
they w ill be effective, treatment 
applied now should catch the 
grubs moving back up in the 
grass root zone next spring. 
A 
common 
treatment 
is 
chlordane (72 per cent liquid 
concentrate) applied at the rate 
of 
4 
tablespoons 
per 
1,000 
square feet of lawn. Add the 
insecticide to enough water (4 
or 
5 
gallons) 
to 
evenly 
distribute the material over the 
1.000 square feet.

Those clumps of green corn 
growing in this year’s soybean

adjusting. Another benefit from 
quickly measuring 
losses 
is 
that you can quickly decide for 
yourself Which ground speed or 
machine setting gives the least 
loss. 
Another educational aid that 
can be scheduled through your 
County Extension Agent is ft 
new 16mm color movie entitled 
“ A Hole In The Pocket.” This 
film deals with expert operation 
of the corn combine and shows 
how to measure losses as well 
as how to adjust and operate 
the machine to keep harvest 
losses to the very minimum. 
According to Byg, an expert 
combine operator 
can harvest 
an additional 4 to 5 bushels per 
acre over the average operator.

If you’re looking for corn that 
yields 200 bushels per acre, 
hybrids that resist Southern 
Com Leaf Blight, and answers 
to how to grow better crops, 
the place to go is the 1971 Farm 
Science Review, says Lawrence 
N. 
S h e p h e r d , 
Extension 
Agronomist- at The Ohio State 
University. The Review will be 
held September 21, 22 and 23 
at the University Airport. 
Corn demonstration plots at 
the Review rfiow results of a 
wide range of practices such 
as periodic dates of planting, 
v a r y i n g plant populations, 
irrigation, 
changing 
nitrogen 
applications, d i f f e r e n t soil 
types, and tillage systems from 
n o - 1 i 11 a g e to conventional 
tillage. 
Guided tours of the plots "ill 
start each half hour from 9 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. each day. Dr. 
Shepherd reports. Members of 
the 
Agronomy 
Department 
faculty will be on hand to an­ 
swer production questions. 
“Corn in the plots looks the 
best ever,’’ he insists. “And 
most of the hybrids show no 
signs of SCLB, while others 
have some infection ” 
• • * 
DISPLAY plots will show how 
yields increases as full-season 
hybrids 
are 
planted 
earlier. 
Yields in 1969 ranged from IOO 
bushels 
per 
acre 
for 
June- 
planted corn to 203 bushels for 
corn planted in March. Last 
year the spread was 107 to 163 
bushels. 
Populations of from 15,000 to ! 
35,000 plants per acre will also 
be on display. Since this is only 
the 
second 
year for 
these 
population tests, no significant 
statistics are available. 
A four-year test indicates that 
applying 240 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre on continuous corn 
gives the most efficient yields. 
At this rate, yields averaged 175 
bushels 
of 
corn per 
acre 
compared with only 70 bushels 
with no nitrogen. Nitrogen was 
applied in different plots in 60- 
pound increments. 
A number 
of demonstration 
plots tell the story of various 
types of tillage 
in different 
types of soils. They also show 
corn plated 
in sod and 
in 
untilled corn residue. Data on 
yields 
from 
the soil-tillage 
combinations will be available 
for a aix-year period. 
“ Don’t settle for low 
yields 


in 1972,” Dr. Shepherd 
urges. 
“If you have soil test values 
for your cropland, bring them 
along and discuss them with one 
of the agronomists,” he con­ 
tinues. And he adds that with 
some 
hybrids 
showing such 
blight resistance in the plots 


there is no excuse for growers 
to suffer blight losses in 1972.

NEW YORK (AP) - Tech 
oology is relied upon to solve 
the problems of individual in­ 
dustries. such as chemicals, to 
solve social problems such as 
poor housing and pollution, and 
inflation through contributing to 
output per manhour. 
But 
technology 
also 
Is 
scorned by some of the same 
people who express concern for 
these situations. And so, Dr. 
Wernher von Braun of the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration is concerned. 
Calling the hostility “irration­ 
al.” Von Braun unloaded him­ 
self in an article written for the 
National Association of Manu­ 
facturers. in w'hich he said the 
anti-technology feeling was es­ 
pecially prevalent among col­ 
lege students. 
“ It is irrational precisely be­ 
cause those most vocal in their 
hostility 
toward 
science 
and 
technology are the very ones 
professing the greatest concern 
about poverty, poor housing, 
hunger and the quality of Hie 
environment,” he said 
“ All of these problems of 
society depend in varying 
de­ 
gree upon our technological ca­ 
pabilities, and certainly on in­ 
creased productivity, for their 
solutions.”

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — A 
problem drinker convicted of 
drunk driving in Portland may 
choose a drug treatment for his 
drinking

paying a fine or going to jail. 
Some 50 persons so convicted 
are taking daily doses of the 
drug antabuse. which make* a 
person iii if he tater drinks al­ 
cohol. 
The treatment is part of a 
federally 
financed 
program 
aimed at reducing the number 
of traffic accidents caused by 
drunk drivers. Another major 
aspect is stricter enforcement 
of traffic laws. 
The Portland project, which 
began in February after six 
months of planning, is one of

Action 
Projects funded lait year by 
the

of 
Trans­ 
portation. Some 20 more proj­ 
ects were funded this year. 
The Portland project works 
this way: 


When a person is convicted of 
drunk driving, the judge orders 
a presentence investigation to 
determine whether the offender 
is a social or a problem drin­ 
ker. 
Social drinkers are given im 
mediate 
sentences—fines, 
jail 
terms or license suspensions. 
Problem drinkers are sent to 
the Alcohol Safety Action Proj 
eel 
clinic, 
where 
extensive 
diagnostic work is performed. 
The results arc sent to the 
court with a recommendation 
for sentencing. 
If he refuses to go on the 
treatment program, which is 
usually a condition of proba 
tion, there is no alternative ex 
eept to refer him back to tho 
court. 
Those who agree to the treat­ 
ment report daily to a partici­ 
pating pharmacy where they 
drink the drug. The cost, 75 
cents a day, is paid by the of­ 
fender unless he is indigent.
